PROBLEM AND THE SOLUTION

The sending of Tait Quaati£«t of 


foodstuffs and clothing and judldnes 
speedily to Europe la not a matter 
merely of rellevlnf diB&eu. Tat groto- 
lem Is a far great** AM. 


Today lj mean* aa effort to MT* 


from death a Ur|e part of the people 
to hundreds of dttes, Tlllogei and wide 
areas that have been toned into raini 
tnd desolate wastes by five years of 
etaseless fighting and destruction. 


In what |t means to the whole world 


of tomorrow, many see a problem more 
staggering still. When he pointed out 
the importance of this relief work in 
helping to «iye the world from Bol- 
iiieTtKzi, S^use "where there Is food 
ana al?ntj this horror cannot live," 
Samuel Qofflpera spoSe tbe conviction 
of nearly att who have made personal 
investigation of the terrible after-war 
conditions in Europe. 


To the Jews of America tbe problem 
Is to saye from extinction the greater 
part of Europe's remnant of the race ; 
for of all who have come alive through 
the horrors of the war, the Jews, men 
and women and children, are today the 
greatest sufferers, and out of all pro- 
portion in number. 


But Jewish relief is not limited to 


the Jews. It is non-sectarian. It goes 
«ut to Jew and Gentile where other 
aid is not- available. It co-operates 
•where co-operation works for 
effi- 


ciency and for speed In distribution. 


The Joint Distribution Committee, 


which controls and directs the relief 
work made possible by the American 
Jewish Relief Committee, and other 
American Jewish fund-raising organi- 
zations, has taken over during the past 
elx months a considerable part of the 
task of feeding undernourished chil- 
dren in Poland and other sections of 
Central and Eastern Europe. And the 
manner in which the task is being 
accomplished has brought this word 
from Herbert Hoover : 
i "The broad, non-sectarian spirit 
*hown by the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, although primarily devoted to 
Jewish work, and their willing co-oper- 
ation, which my own administration 
has enjoyed, places me under an obli- 
gation- to the committee. I do wjuh 
you every possible success for there 
jras never a greater need." 
I It was Mr. Hoover who estimated 
the number of these undernourished 
children at between four and five mil- 
lions In tbe territory named. And this 
iwas after he bad bad access to reports 
aad data available to no other man 
jtn the world, and after he had con- 
tacted exhaustive investigations of his 
,«wn. 


Of these starving children about a 


million are Jewish. 
The orphans 


•mong them number a hundred thou- 
sand. They and the 5,000,000 or more 
destitute adult Jews are scattered In 
pathetic, helpless groups that swell 
jioto thousands in the cities and dimin- 
ish to scores, or to fewer stlllf on the 
sites of wfeit, five years ago, were 
prosperous villages. 


For their relief, more than thirty 


millions of dollars have been raised in 
America and expended; yet this sum 
Jtkas been far from adequate. 
Tbe 


'American Jewish relief organizations 
are now engaged in a series of- state 
campaigns to raise a minimum of $20,- 
000,000, to cover in part the needs of 
the coming year. It Is hoped the total 
,wlll reach $35,000,000. 
1 While the war still raged, the awful 
{extent and acuteness of the suffering, 
especially in Eastern Europe, was 
bardly sensed here. But after tbe 
irmtstlee, American investigators were 
tarried abroad. The conditions they 
discovered stunned them. All agree 
that no description can eves faintly 
make one realise the suffering and 
Distress. 


Now tie relief workers have a fair 


knowledge of the gigantic taak they 
jnust carry through If additional hun- 
dreds of tboaf-ands of lives are not to 
"be sacrificed. It Is not just a problem 
fit supplying food, though the wide- 
spread •neiiucc of starvation must "be 
met first of all. 
1 Hundreds of thousands are not only 
homeless gad without shelter of any 
kind, except wreck-stretrn cellars, bnt 
lack even the scautiest of clothing. In 
.many of the most desolate regions 
through which the armies battlpd again 
and again, the roods are obi Uprated, 
there are no draught animals nor 
rvehlelot nor are ther« tools ; neither

Disease Is taking a terrible toll, for 


the hospitals wen tot xpareA. phyai- 
clans are few, and the supplies of 
medicines long ago wert exhausted. 
One dare not dwell on the dire possi- 
bilities of the coming winter. 


Through its effective organization, 


the Joint Distribution Committee it 
striving, to the limit of Its means, to 
find, allot, transport and get to the 
sufferers In time, not only food but 
clothing, nedielnes and other supplies. 
It is also concerning itself earnestly 
with the housing problem. 


Extreme care Is exercised in the dis- 


tribution. ' First, the needs of each 
stricken community are studied by the 
committee's experts; then, and with 
equal care, the available sources of 
supply and difficulties of transporta- 
tion. 


In a single cargo sent out from the 


United States were shipments destined 
for some seventy-nine different cities 
and towns in Central and Eastern Eur- 
ope. To each had been allotted Its 
proportion of flour, oil and milk, based 
on the general and the local needs 
already ascertained, and on tbe avail- 
able supply. To Warsaw went, for 
Instance, 5,130 sacks of rye flour, 500 
barrels of oil and 1,000 boxes of milk, 
while 38 saoks of rye flour and four 
barrels of oil were billed to Clechanow. 


Nearly always these letters carry to 


their recipients the first word they 
have had from loved ones since the 
war began. Most of them tell of dis- 
tressing need and carry appeals for 
aid. 
In this way the committee be- 


come* the agency for the sending of 
direct help from individual to 'ndlvld- 
nal, so that the number of those de- 
pendent on general relief is lessoned. 


By centering their distribution in a 


single committee, the Jewish organiza- 
tions do away with duplication and 
make for efficiency in every branch of 
their relief work. 
This efficiency is 


increased by "the 
committee's hearty 


co-operation with other relief agencies, 
national and local; and with the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration's Children's 
Bureau. 


The war's scattering of the members 


of Jewish communities who fled from 
city to city'before advancing armies, 
or who were driven from their homes 
by the military authorities, and the 
consequent breaking up of innumer- 
able families by separation and by 
death, laid one particularly 
difficult 


burden on the workers for the joint 
committee. 


To provide means of communication 


between wives separated from their 
husbands, and children from their par- 
ents, and particularly to enable_peoplje 
In Europe to get Into touch with rela- 
tives and friends in America, the com- 
mittee established a transmission bu- 
reau, 


In almost every dty where relief Is 


required, tbe representatives of the 
• committee receive hundreds, sometimes 
thousands, of letters for persons In 
tbe United States whose addresses are 
unknown to the writers. These are 
forwarded here and systematic search 
for the individuals is made. 


Primarily the relief work carried on 


by the American Jews is for the aid 
of Jews. This Is^beeause of the ex- 
treme difficulty la getting relief to the 
destitute Jewish millions in Europe 
through any other agency. Out of 
crushing experiences of the war the 
Jews of Central and Eastern Europe 
have come not only without homes. 
or possessions, or means of livelihood, 
but Jacking confidence in any except 
their own people. 


Vast as the work of the American 


Relief Administration, the Red Cross. 
and other such organizations has been 
and continues to be, the need for 
American Jewish relief, therefore, has 
been imperative. And it was never 
more necessary than now. 


But while covering this field, so pe- 


culiarly its own, the Joint Distribution 
Committee does not confine Uself to 
the relief of Jews. Its work extends 
beyond the limitations of race or 
creed.
